We QRPers like the disadvantage and challenge of operating at very lower 
wattage . . right? We like making contacts using less, even though many 
times those contacts are marginal and sometimes can't be sustained for very 
long. 


Now along comes PSK31 and a QRP station can jump in and have hour long QSO's 
with little effort and even though other ops say, "Wow, just three watts", 
we know this is like catching fish out of a barrel . . .is this really QRP? 


It may be that QRP designations should be redrawn for PSK work and set . 5 
watts as the QRP level. 


I'm just joshing , so please no flames, but this is easy . . . but fun . My 
Warbler QRP PSK contacts last as long as I want them too, I'm not straining 
my ears to stay in the QSO, and the other ops still get a kick out of 
working a station feeding peanut power into a piece of wire and calling 
himself a QRPer. . . . .I'm getting kicks out of it too. 


I have not put my Warbler in a case yet but have screwed it to the underside 
of a shelf over my op area with the connections facing me. I leave it 
unplugged untill I want to go on 80 meter PSK then in about 15 seconds I can 
have the connections made and be sending CQ. I use the same connections to 
put my 20 meters PSK-20 online but it is in a case.

Hi Gang, 

How many of us who work in radio communications haven't looked longingly 
at the tower/towers we're exposed to and wondered how we might press them 
into amateur service in some way? For years, i've thought about doing just 
that on 160 meters. 

Well, i did it, over the weekend. My antenna was a "Sloper" hung 190 ft. 
high off the east-north east side of one several hundred feet higher. 
Running 25 watts output and only on for the second night of the contest 
(Sat.), i operated for about 10 hours. I worked 163 or 164 stations in about 
44 or 45 multipliers. 38 of them were states, several were in the Caribbean, 
and 2 were in Europe. 

I have absolutely no way of characterizing this experience since this was 
my first time ever on 160 (in almost 40 years as a ham)but it was fun and 
clearly is different, even from 80 meters. 

Apparently noise is an even bigger problem than on 80, and is present even 
in winter, perhaps reduced compared to summer. 

Successful qrp'ers on 160 have their work cut out for them.

Hi gang: 


I had a great time in the 160 contest but ran out of steam early -- 
0130 Sun morning local time. The main problem was a stiff neck 

and headache from continually turning 90-deg to check the 

computer screen for dupes and for logging. Then too, I wasn't 
finding stns that I hadn't worked, so, when I stumbled onto 

a NE stn and worked him, that was time to cash it in. 


I had a total of 172 QSOs, of which 113 were worked the first night. 
Used the Sierra at 2.5-3w, with my G5RV configured as top-loaded 
vertical. 


Worked 42 states -- I missed KH6, KL7, LA, MS, VT, AL, SD, and 

RI. I called KH6CC several times but no luck. I called KS1J in RI 
about 100 times across the test, but no luck. Didn'tr hear the rest. 
Best QSO -- I called CQ a couple of times down around 1803 and 

this nice strong sig came back signing VP5F!!! Boy, that's a 

switch! The DX calling ME on 160! Worked Doc KOEVZ early on 

an he was running'em. W3TS's secret is as yet undiscovered -- 

how can he be minimum 56 to actual 59 in SD all the time? I got 

to thinking that maybe there's a remotely controlled relay stn 
somewhere in IL and that's why.... but that's star wars stuff... 


Neat thing about being a rare state are the expressions of gratitude -- 
like the CA about 1230am local sending "tnx tnx last one." Amazingly, 
I worked about 8 CA's, but 14 TX's! Two DE's -- figure that out. 


I got a late start -- temp went up to 25F Wed so I started laying my 
ft radials. Got to 17 and lights went out. Thurs. was like 8F anda 
25mph wind -- snow moble suit stuff. By the time I got out another 8, 
I just quit -- too cold. Interestingly, last year I trimmed my linear 
loading twinlead with 75ft of RG213 coax becoming the radiator. 

This year, it was replaced by 75ft of 4500hm ladder line, of which 
about 12 ft was laying horizontally across the roof frozen into a 
3-inch layer of snow. Whether that did it or not, the system 
resonated at around 1785kHz --about 30kHz lower than last year. 

I had about 7 more radials (30 total) in stock, but decided another 
7 wasn't going to raise my sig that much! 


The band was in fine condx. Again, as usual, only a few east coast 
stns coming in, W3TS among them and about 8 NY and 5 NJ. Seems 
there are skip dead zones. Worked seaboard DE MD VA NC SC FL 

and GA, but maybe no AL or LA or MS on. Work everything to the 
west. 


I hope everyone who got into the test had a great time.!

Don't get out the scope Rohn. Make sure you have a meter on the 
power output of your rig. It doesn't need to be accurate. On a clear 
frequency tune your radio to full output. When that is done switch to ssb 
and turn on your PSK31. Watching the power output adjust the volume of the 
signal into the radio's mike input until the power output is 1/2 of full 
output. Or 5 watts if your a QRP station.

If you have a microphone (and a radio it matches <grin>), 
plug it in and give a shout. 


Like several weekend days lately, I spent another 
pleasant afternoon calling CQ on SSB and seeing 
who would come back. Today it was 15 Qs on 

10, 15, and 20 meters, including some of these 
memories: 


SNIP... 
- AB8DF/qrp, Ed, who is a member of this list and a 


fellow user of Ten Tec gear -- in his case a nice 20+ year- 
old Triton IV 
SNIP... 


My old Triton is my only SSB capable rig. All the others are QRP kits and I 
have been very happy using the Triton and the other QRP rigs doing CW. I got an 
old mic a couple of months ago hoping that I can get the kids interested in Ham 
radio if they can talk. I tried several times to get the things to work on SSB 
but all I got were signal reports that were so bad that each time I would QRT in 
fear of violating a bunch to FCC signal purity regulations. Saturday was a very 
dreary cold winter day. The 10 year old was very bored. So I took her down the 
shack and tried to get her to do CW. After some instructions in using the key 
and writing out in dots and dashes for what she needed to send, we practiced for 
a while. It did not take long for her to ask, why can't I just talk? Well she 
went back to playing video games and I tried to get on SSB one more time. I 
tuned down to 75 Meters and heard a couple of local OT's in a QSO. It was 
around noon so the band was dead except for this one QSO. With a dead band what 
harm could I do? I tuned up and gave these guys a call. At first it was the 
same story as before. "I can hear a signal on frequency but I can not make 
anything out. Your rig must be broken." In the past I would QRT and put the 
mic away. This time I came back in CW to give my call and apologize. These OPs 
were glad that I came back in CW and said my fist was great and they could copy 
me OK. They were able to talk me through while I tried different settings for 
ALC and drive to where I had an acceptable signal. Seems that my QRP power 
supply, a five amp surplus Lambda job, just could not handle it unless I got the 
drive and ALC levels way down. Never been a problem on CW cuz I never have had 
the Triton over 5 watts. So now I was in business. The 10 year old was into 
her games but I got her to try talking on the radio. I had her call CQ several 
times on 20 meters without any luck. She went back to her games but I went to 
10 meters. Got Africa for a new country. Went to 15 meters and heard Kevin 
call CQ/QRP. We had a good chat and got good signal reports. I went to 40 
meters and worked a string of stations each overhearing that it is my first time 
on SSB and each wanting to report how good my signal sounded. All of them were 
amazed at how strong my QRP signal was. So on a dreary winter day I went from 
what I thought was a broken rig to "best audio I have heard in a long time". 
Isn't this a great hobby!

Can't resist your attitude..... 

You intend to use 2 output transistors in parallel, to get more 
power output than one alone would give. I take it that you intend 
to use the same DC supply voltage. 

Now the equation that relates apparent transistor collector 
impedance (Rcollector) to power output (Po) goes like this: 
Rcollector = Vcc%2/2Po 
This equation says that to get more power out, you'll need to LOWER 
the collector impedance. What will happen, is that more collector 
current will flow from your (fixed) DC supply. 

With more collector current flowing, a single 2N2222 may 
have difficulty - adding another to "share" this extra current is 
your intention. 

To share effectively, both transistors should have the same 
current gain (hfe). To aid sharing, you'll often see a small 
"ballasting" resistor in each transistor emitter. This resistor 
steals some output power, but prevents one transistor from hogging 
all the current (and then going up in smoke). 

This resistor value is quite small - for QRP rigs it'll be 
in the one ohm ballpark, and could be even less if you've matched 
2N2222 current gain (hfe) carefully. You probably want to avoid 
wire-wound resistors here. 

Two transistors will gobble more input power at the 
base. I hope that TT-2 drive power is adequate. 


About spectrum cleanliness: If you have no measuring equipment, 
it is safer to engineer the filter with more attenuation than you 
need. Is the current spec for under-5W rigs about -30dB spur? Then 
design for -40 dB. Keeping filter Q low is good - this makes component 
tolerances less critical. 

I use a grid-dip type meter to measure all my hand-wound 
toroids this way, since relying on "AL" winding values is a bit risky: 

Solder on a known parallel resonating capacitor to the toroid. 
Find resonant frequency with the dipper, and calculate inductance: 

L = 1/(4 x PI*2 x £42 x Cp) 
L comes out in henries, £ is in units of Hertz, and Cp is in farads. 


If you can eyeball the output sinewave (going into a 50 ohm dummy 
load) on a good scope with 50 MHz bandwidth, and see ANY 
distortions, then its likely that you're putting out too many spurs.

If you have no interest in Sierras or in the DL QRP PA, you might want to 
hit the delete button. If you have one or the other, or are considering 
buying either, you might want to read on. 


I own 2 Wilderness Sierras, one with the German DL QRP PA kit replacing the 
stock PA and one which has other modifications. Neither of my Sierras are 
stock. The non-DL Sierra, will be referred to as a Sierra Plus and it's 
mods are documented below. Both the DL and the Plus mods were done to 
increase the power output of a stock Sierra. 


Since it's getting close to spring, I started getting my Sierras ready to 
travel to the field. The first thing I decided to do was measure current 
consumption of the DL and the Plus Sierras in order to figure out an 
optimum size battery supply for field work. 


First a history lesson. You may have guessed I have a degree in history. ;%) 


The DL QRP PA was a kit produced by the German group, Funk Amateur, in 
about 1998 as a club project. This is a very nice little board, about 2" X 
2 1/2" (50 X 65 mm), part SMT part plated through technology, that is able 
to amplify a 100mW signal to a full 5W output on all bands from 160 - 6 
meters. It is a well designed board and I have found it to operate as well 
or better than advertised. It mounts easily on the rear panel of a Sierra 
with 4 screws. Two short pieces of RG-174 connect it to the a drive 
control pot and the input and output circuitry on the Sierra along with a 
+12VDC line and the T/R signal line. On both the DL and Plus mods, the 
stock PA transistor 2N3553, or equivalent, is removed along with the stock 
choke L10 in the collector circuit. 


The Plus mods began to appear around late 1997 and early 1998 in posts from 


several qrp-l members. The first mention of these mods that I've found 
appear to be the work of Roy, AB7CE, and Bob, AB7ST. (Derek Brown, WF4I, 
was the first person I know of to refer to a Sierra with these mods as a 
Sierra Plus. I'll give credit for the Sierra Plus name to Derek.) A Sierra 
Plus, has had the choke in the collector circuit of the stock 2N3553 
replaced by a 4:1 impedence ratio transformer and the 2N3553 itself 
replaced by a higher power PA transistor. Several different transistors 
have been reported to be in use in Plus Sierras, SK9618, NTE342, MRF327, 
and the NTE742 among others. I chose the NTE342 due to it's easy 
availability locally and it's less than $10 cost. The SK9618 and NTE342 
both have the emitter connected to the mounting tab. Since the emitter is 
grounded, these transistors make for easy mounting on the Sierra's rear 
panel with no insulator needed, just a dab of heat conductive grease. 


My test setup 


Current was measured as the voltage drop across a 1 ohm 10W resistor, 
measured value 1.2 ohms, in series with the positive lead of the power 
supply. This voltage drop divided by 1.2 ohms gave me the current draw. 
The power supply is a Power One 15V 3A open frame linear supply set at 
13.8VDC. The RF measuring setup consisted of each Sierra working into the 
same homebrew dummy load made of 4 200 ohm 2W carbon comp resistors in 
parallel, measured value 50.6 ohms on my Fluke DMM. A Tektronix 2219 
measured the peak-to-peak voltage across the dummy load which I multiplied 
by .3535 to determine V RMS which was then squared and then divided by the 
value of my dummy load, 50.6 ohms, to determine RF power output. 


With no signal present, both Sierras drew around 35mA. No discernible 
difference in receive current was noted between the 2 Sierras. 


I first measured maximum power output of both Sierras on 80 meters at 3.686MHz. 
Then I figured the mA consumed vs. power output to give me an idea of how I 


should plan my battery supply. 


DL 6.0W output at 850mA for 127mA/W 
Plus 5.28W output at 565mA for 107mA/W 


Next I decided to measure the current draw at certain power levels, again 
at 3.686 MHz. 


DL 3.0W output 558mA for 186mA/W 
Plus 3.0W output 329mA for 109.6 mA/W 


DL 1.0W output 404mA for 404mA/W 
Plus 1.0W output 196mA for 196mA/W 


I then went to 28.060MHz to see how the maximum power output there compared. 


DL 4.62W output 850mA for 184mA/W 
Plus 4.4W output 573mA for 130mA/W 


Out of curiosity I checked the max power of both Sierras at 7.040 


DL 6.67W output 837mA for 125.5mA/W 
Plus 7.2W output 690mA for 96mA/W 


The data gives me a good idea of the operation of the DL PA and the Plus 
mods regarding power consumed versus power output. As you can see, the DL 
PA can be quite power hungry compared to the Sierra Plus, requiring from 70 
to 100% more current than the Plus to produce the same power output. As 
power output is lowered, the ratio of mA drawn versus power output begins 
to become a problem for the DL amp. 


If you are considering adding a DL module to you Sierra, you should ask 
yourself how you intend to use your Sierra. If the Sierra is your primary 
rig that will stay in the shack, then you may want to use a DL module for 
power increase. The Sierra is a great primary qrp rig IMO. If your Sierra 
will also be a backpacking or field rig, you may not want the extra current 
draw that the DL brings with it. There is also a financial consideration, 
the DL costs $50US and the Plus mods will cost you $10 or less depending on 
the transistor you choose to use and the state of your junkbox. 


In all fairness to the designers of the DL QRP PA, I doubt backpacking or 
battery operation figured into the design equation. It was not designed 
for the Sierra per se, but as a general purpose 5W amplifier that could be 
incorporated into any qrp rig for extra power output. For this purpose it 
is a superb product. 


I'd love to see someone post the data from a stock Sierra and compare it to 
my results for the DL and Plus. I initially built my DL Sierra as a stock 

Sierra and compared it with my Plus Sierra but have misplaced all my data. 

I do remember that the increase in current between a stock and Plus Sierra 

was not as significant as the difference between the DL and the Plus. 

Enjoy those Sierras.

Hi folks-I wanted to add some 'real world' experience to back this up. I've 
never been one to pay a lot of attention to reciever performance specs, in 
part because I never was too sure if I understood what they were saying, or 
what it really meant to me as a ‘user'. For the past 3 years I've been 
fortunate to be a 'fox' in the qrp-1 contest/event ( take your pick!). If 
you're not familiar with this, it's a 2 hour event held on 40M cw where one 
station is the designated 'fox', and everyone else tries to work the fox as 
a 'hound'. It's become very popular with upwards of maybe 2-300 hounds 
chasing a fox. It's the closest I've ever come to knowing what it's like to 
be a dx-type station where evryone is after you. In years past I've used 
some 'fancy store-bought rigs' with very tight (250Hz) cw filters to sort 
through the pileups, but what usually happened is just what's described

above-overloading, desensing of the reciever and ‘blowby', where it becomes 
hard to pick anyone out regardless of how tight you filter,passband shift 
or notch! This year, I used the K2 and noticed an amazing 
difference-although there were massive pileups calling me, I could hear and 
distinguish stations far better than in the past. I still could use more 
filtering; maybe an outboard dsp or audio filter, but the big difference 
was that as long as I could separate out a station, I could copy him 
without any overload, distortion, etc. My qso rate just about doubled from 
my previous fox runs, and a lot of this I attribute to the fine reciever 
and design by Wayne & Eric! 

A funny anectode from my last fox run-Mike,KK7GG (K2 owner as well) was 
with me in the shack for this event, and at one point he said,"I don't 
think you have your filter in its narrowest position (.10)-there's a lot of 
guys calling" So, I hit the filter switch to kick it back to the widest 
position. The resultant audio ‘blast' caused him to fall backwards out of 
his chair, and 2 dogs to start barking! There were so many guys calling me 
that we broke down in laughter-propagation was really good that night :)

Gang, 

An M-class flare yesterday (sunday) wasn't particularly spectacular, 

but it was a fairly large proton flare and associated CME (coronal 

mass ejection). The CME will not hit us directly, but will be a glancing 
blow to cause some minor geomagnetic storming tuesday. A indices of 


around 20 (minor storm) is predicted. 


The related proton event is more interesting. The >10MEV protons have 
been above threshold levels all day. These are protons striking the 
earth at nearly the speed of light ... thus, they become ionizing 
radiation to our upper atmosphere just as the x-ray radiation from the 
sun does every day. It is the ionizing radiation from the sun that 
ionizes our D, E and F layers. Of course ionizing the E and F layers 
is GOOD, as that raises the maximum usable frequency (MUF) and thus 
supports good skip propagation on the higher bands (above 10MHZ) . 
D-layer ionization is BAD, since the more ionized the D-layer is, the 
more attenuation to HF signals as it passes through the D-layer on their 
way to the E and F layers. 


The additional ionization right now due to the >10MEV protons is GOOD 
for us in the middle latitudes. It means 15M will likely remain open 
longer after sundown than usual and better signal-to-noise ratios on 
30M and above. 


FOR HIGHER LATITUDES, like northern Canada, Alaska, etc. it's kinda 
BAD, since up there, this proton ionization is also adding extra 
ionization to the D-layer, making it more absorptive to HF signals. 
This is because the atmosphere/ionosphere is thinner near the poles, 
and additional ionizing radiation more easily penetrates down to the 
D-layer. 


As a result, there is a POLAR CAP ABSORPTION (PCA) event in progress, 
although currently only adding about 2dB of extra absorption. Still, 
that's like sucking up 2W of your 5W signal. This condition should 
end by mid-day tomorrow. 


An unexplained shockwave has triggered periods of minor storming and 
active conditions today. Tomorrow will see some more minor 
geomagnetic storming, then settling back to normal. The proton event 
will cause some difficulties for our friends up north, while improving 
skip propagation on the higher bands for the rest of us, with some 
periods of north-south and over the pole propagation. 


Todays solar flux was 165 and A-index was 6. 

Tomorrows predicted values are 160 for solar flux, and A-index 15-20 
due to the minor storming. Pretty much back to normal by wednesday 
and the rest of the week/next weekend. 


Estimated values for FYBO are: 
Solar flux 160-165 (10M could be open) 
A-index 6-7 (typical noise on 40M)
